Pupils embark on 
learning adventure

buzz of excitement and anticipation 

filled the room. A team of young 
engineers watched as their space shuttle 
hurtled toward Earth. 

The “engineers” — teams of 26 fifth- 
graders from Celeste Basile’s class at 
Agawam’s Roberta G. Doering School 
— waited anxiously to learn if the restraint 
system they designed had protected the 
shuttle’s lone passenger upon landing. 

The students were among five of the 
school’s fifth-grade classes who embarked 
on a 20- to 25-hour learning adventure at 
STARBASE Connecticut, located at Hart- 
ford-Brainard Airport. For five days, be- 
tween early February and mid-March, stu- 
dents in each class were transformed into 
scientists, designers, engineers, chemists, 
and inventors. 

They conducted experiments, tested 
theories, designed prototypes and honed 
their thinking and reasoning skills at this 
Department of Defense program. STAR- 
BASE combines teaching science, tech- 
nology, engineering, and math (STEM) 
with a hands-on approach to learning. 

One of the first activities for Basile’s 
students was to design a shuttle restraint 
to learn about the problem-solving process 
that engineers use. 

With a “budget” of $100, teams “pur- 
chased” materials they needed to build 
their restraint, such as pipe cleaners, rub- 
ber bands, cotton balls, clips, or cardboard 
squares. 

A wooden space shuttle model attached 
to a nylon cord stretched from the class- 
room ceiling to “Earth” — a bowling ball— 
tested the effectiveness of each team’s re- 
straint. The “passenger” - a hardboiled egg 
dubbed Eggbert. 

Teams that had the fewest injuries to

Council to 
consider 
barn project

Poewe on the heels of a unanimous 
vote by the Agawam Community Preser- 
vation Committee (CPC), recently, the Aga- 
wam City Council will vote on the $61,750 
grant application to fund design services for 
the restoration of School Street Barn at its 
next meeting, scheduled for April 2 at 7 p.m. 
The council meets at Roberta G. Doering 
School. 

At its March 14 meeting, the CPC voted 
in favor of the grant application for funding 
to retain the services of Crosskey Architects, 
located in Hartford, Conn., a design firm with 
extensive experience in restoration of post and 
beam structures, which includes various his- 
toric barns, said Deborah Dachos, director of 
Agawam Planning and Community Develop- 
ment. 

The planning and community develop- 
ment office — in conjunction with an advi- 
sory group consisting of CPA members Henry 
Kozloski and Richard Bennett; David Cecchi, 
chairman of the Agawam Historical Commis- 
sion; former city council member Jill Messick 
and Bonnie Parsons, historic preservation 
planner for the Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission (PVPC) — screened seven proposals 
from designers in Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, all vying to undertake the School 
Street Barn restoration project. Crosskey Ar- 
chitects was chosen as the finalist. 

According to Dachos, the town is taking the 
steps necessary to ensure the barn continues 
to stand. 

“When the town assumed ownership [of 
the barn in 2002], it was obvious that it would 
have a lot of work to do to the barn,” she said. 
Though work has been done to make the 
structure more secure from threat of vandals, 
that work will not preserve it in the long run. 

The barn, which as Dachos said is “the 
most prominent feature visually and location- 
ally,” at the School Street Park, has a great 
deal of future potential, but that efforts have 
to be made to ensure its longevity. 

“Tf we don’t expend the money to maintain 
the barn, it will not be there for future genera-

A hop, skip and a jump 


Granger principal puts her best foot forward

AGAWAM - Clifford M. Grang- 
er School Principal Cheryl Salo- 
mao is still in her first year at the 
helm of the elementary school, but 
has already learned the true mean- 
ing of community after working to 
help rally the students of the school 
together. 

On March 9, pupils at the school 
watched as Salomao hopped from 
room to room, all over the cafeteria, 
and during dismissal times using a 
jump rope after agreeing to par- 
ticipate in a challenge for a school 
fundraiser. 

The physical education depart- 
ment supports the “Jump Rope 


for Heart” fundraiser, which asks 
students to raise money for the 
American Heart Association each 
year. The AHA provides prizes in 
a tiered format based on how much 
money an individual student has 
raised. 

New physical education teach- 
er David Rist sought to beat the 
school’s record of $2,400 from the 
previous year and enlisted the help 
of Salomao to do it. 

“Children love to watch an adult 
have to do things for their enter- 
tainment,” said Rist. “It’s a great 
incentive.” 

Salomao felt it was important to 
take part in the fundraiser. 

“I wanted to show my support 
and take part in what the school 
community was doing,’ the princi- 


pal said. 

Salomao was presented with a list 
of possible incentives and chose to 
have to jump rope everywhere she 
went in the building for an entire 
day as a reward for the students if 
they reached Rist’s goal of $2,500. 

“I thought it was a good choice 
because it had a lot do with the pur- 
pose of the fundraiser itself,’ said 
Salomao. 

Students who raise money for 
the cause also participate in a jump- 
roping program during their regular 
physical education class. Salomao 
didn’t have to wait long to learn her

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Talented trumpeter to play with Springfield Symphony 


Has played with everyone from Tony Bennett 
to Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra

Trumpeter Byron Stripling is coming to 
Springfield to bring his powerhouse tech- 
nique to the Saturday, March 31 Concert in 
Symphony Hall starting 
at 7:30 p.m. For tickets 
go to SpringfieldSym- 
phony.org. 

Maestro Kevin Rhodes 
said Stripling has played 
with bands and orches- 
tras as varied as the 
Lincoln Center Jazz Or- 
chestra to accompanying 
singer Lena Horne on 
a CD recording. “He is 
a spectacular trumpeter 
with a very wide range, 
a beautiful tone and the 
ability to blend together 
many influences into his 
own style,” said Rhodes. 

He will play the New 
Orleans standard, made 
famous by Louis Arm- 
strong, “When the Saints 
Go Marching In” as well 
as his own composition, 
“You’ve Been So Good.” 

Like the famous mu- 
sical Marsalis family 
from New Orleans, who 
brought the world, Wyn- 
ton, Branford, Delfeayo and their father El- 
lis, Stripling was born into an Atlanta family 
steeped in musical tradition. 

Ready to Sing 

He is the son of a classical singer. “My 
father loved jazz, my brother played clarinet 
and saxophone and I play the trumpet. I did 
a lot of singing from the start. When your fa-

ther is a choir director, you have to be ready 
to sing whatever he needs each Sunday,’ 
said Stripling. 

Stripling studied at the Eastman School 
of Music with plans to become a classical 
trumpeter. During his freshman year veteran 
trumpeter Clark Terry, 
who played for 10 years 
in Johnny Carson’s “To- 
night Show Band,” in- 
vited Stripling to join his 
big band for a summer 
tour. 

Back at school Strip- 
ling was three months 
shy of graduation when 
Terry recommended him 
to vibraphonist Lionel 
Hampton who wanted 
him to join his band im- 
mediately. He jumped 
at the opportunity and 
never looked back. 

In 1988 Stripling audi- 
tioned and won the lead 
in the musical “Satch- 
mo” America’s Musical 
Legend” about the life of 
Louis Armstrong. His re- 
sume reads like a who’s 
who in American music. 
He can be heard on CDs 
with Tony Bennett, Nata- 
lie Cole, Sonny Rollins, 
Gerry Mulligan, J. J. 
Johnson, The Carnegie 
Hall Jazz Band and Count Basie. He can also 
be heard in numerous Broadway cast album 
and he sang at the Monterey Jazz Festival 
with pianist Dave Brubeck, hosted by Clint 
Eastwood. 

But he is no stranger to symphony orches- 
tras, having played with the Boston Pops and 
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the Pittsburgh, Detroit, Seattle, Toronto and 
Vancouver Symphony Orchestras.

Stripling will bring his own rhythm sec- 
tion to sit in with Maestro Rhodes and the 
orchestra. Bobby Floyd plays the Hammond 
B3 organ and piano; Robert Breithaupt plays 
drums.

Chemistry Olympiad 
teams take home first, 
second place titles

AGAWAM - Alongside the odor of 
experimentation, pride and accomplish- 
ment linger in the air of the science wing 
at Agawam High School this week in cel- 
ebration of the great achievements made 
by the school’s two Chemistry Olympiad 
teams this past weekend. A compilation 
of 20 students at both the honors and ad- 
vanced placement (AP) level gathered to 
attend this year’s annual Chemistry Olym- 
piad held at UMASS Amherst recently. 
Agawam/’s force consisted of two teams: 
one at the AP level, made up of a majority 
of seniors, required to attend, as well as a 
small group of seven juniors who volun- 
teered to attend. Such students were inde- 
pendent in their study and preparation for 
this event, whereas the AP level students 
regularly practiced and reviewed material 
during daily class time. 

“I didn’t want the juniors to be stressed 
out. I wanted them to be interested in 
chemistry and come to get the feel of the 
event and see what they could expect for 
next year,’ said chemistry teacher Cheryl 


Santagate-Sutton, who coached and ac- 
companied the students on their journey. 

The Olympiad would include a multi- 
ple choice written exam for all individual 
students to take. The top placing students 
in that test would then carry onto an ex- 
tremely challenging “open-ended” lab that 
afternoon, whereas the remaining students 
would participate in a “Cem Quiz Bowl 
Activity” for the time being. 

The Agawam teams placed prestigious- 
ly in their events. The honors team placed 
first among six teams, making them West- 
ern Mass Champions ahead of Longmead- 
ow, last year’s winner of both divisions. 
The AP team placed a close second of 10 
behind Northampton, an impressive finish 
on both fronts. 

Santagate-Sutton said that over the last 
10 years, Agawam’s interest in the event 
has been on the uprise, and she plans on 
returning next year with an even stronger 
force to maintain the school’s title.

Street Barn 


n April 2, the Agawam City Council 
will be deciding the fate of an important 
Agawam landmark. The council will decide 
whether the 130-year-old School Street Barn 
should be preserved and restored to be used 
as community event space or continue to fall 
into a state of disrepair and deterioration. 
The School Street Barn, which has stood 
prominently on

the barn has 
been home to a 
long line of early 
farmers: Austin 
(1830s); Dubois (1850s); Ware (1862); Allen 
(1884); Ruby (1884); Lampe (1895); Adams 
(1902) and so on. In most recent history, the 
farm was added to land owned by Hampden 
County and was known as the County Pris- 
on Farm until sold to the town of Agawam 
in 2002. It was noted in the county records 
that in 1943 alone, the inmates canned 1,500 
gallons of tomatoes, 450 gallons of green 
tomato relish, 300 gallons of spinach, 125 
gallons of carrots, 200 gallons and 12 bar- 
rels of sauerkraut and 10 barrels of pickles. 
Chickens and pigs were also raised on the 
farm. During its years as the prison farm, ex- 
cess produce fed the needy and homeless in 
Springfield and Holyoke. 

The School Street Barn represents a 
unique and historically significant archi- 
tectural style. The barn is a high drive New 
England style barn of post and beam con- 
struction. Its unique double ramp construc- 
tion is not seen anywhere else in Agawam 
and is rare in all of Western Mass. Due to 
both its construction and the place that it has 
held in Agawam’s agricultural past, the barn 
is now up for listing on the U.S. Department 
of Interior’s National Register of Historic 
Places. Once listed, the School Street Barn 
will join a privileged few historic structures 
nationwide.

Recent studies of the barn have not only 
uncovered its great historic significance, but 
have also identified a host of uses and activi- 
ties which the barn, once restored, could be 
home to. Everything from youth activities, 
musical events, theater, farmers’ markets, 
craft fairs, and class trips have been sug- 
gested, just to name a few. To pay for the 
barn’s continued maintenance, the space 
could be leased for weddings, parties and 
conferences. 

As with any structure which has seen over 
130 years of hard use, the barn is in need 
of repairs. Neglect will only result in further 
deterioration and threaten the barn’s very 
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existence. 

The Office of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development has submitted a $61,750 
grant application to the Agawam Commu- 
nity Preservation Act Committee. The grant 
will fund the design services of Crosskey 
Architects, a design firm with extensive ex- 
perience in restoring similar historic post 
and beam structures, who will prepare bid 
plans and specifications for the restoration 
of the School Street Barn. The CPA com- 
mittee unanimously approved this applica- 
tion March 14. 

The Agawam City Council will vote on 
the CPA application at its April 2 meeting at 


7 p.m. at Roberta G. Doering School. If you, 
as I, believe that the School Street Barn is a 
treasure and should be preserved for future 
generations, I would strongly recommend 
that you either come to the council meeting 
to show your support, or contact your coun- 
cil members and let them know that you 
support this application.

When I was 13 years old, the comet Hale 
Bopp was visible in the sky, and my dad and 
I spent almost every night for the whole of 
that year staring at the sky, tracking it. II 
never forget the night we spent in our back- 
yard, manual SLR camera docked safely on 
the tripod, trying to capture the image of the 
comet for a school project I was working 
on. My favorite image from that night was a 
silhouette of the weather vane atop our ga-

sprinkling across the sky. 

“I still have that picture,” he told me when 
I asked if he remembered that endeavor.

“I hope you saw Ve- 
nus, too; it’s brighter,” he 
said. “And if you look in the opposite direc- 
tion, you’ll see Mars in the eastern sky.” 

This past Sunday, March 25 and Monday, 
March 26, the planets appeared alongside 
a crescent moon. This marked the last time 
the trio would be paired in the night sky and 
I can’t help but feel it’s bittersweet. Now 
what will I call home about, the moon? 

There’s an idea; I do love the moon. 
While I enjoy gazing at almost everything 
in the sky, nothing evokes emotion from me 
quite like the moon does. I even dubbed my 
car Luna, the Latin word for the Earth’s nat- 
ural satellite. (If there was ever any doubt 
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as to whether or not I am a bit of a nerd, 
I think this just eradicated it.) The year I 
bought Luna, a — silver SUV that came 
equipped with a moonroof, hence the name 
— Į walked outside one night after 10 p.m. in 
an area of town that had no streetlights, and 
found my car glowing. It was as if someone 
had shone a spotlight on it. Never before 
had I noticed the moon’s intensity (or if I 
did, I’d ignored it). 

I always notice the moon itself, though. 
I’ve viewed it from every phase, both though 
telescopes and with the naked eye, and Um 
always amazed by it. To this day, whenever 
I’m outside on a clear night, I long for the 
nights when Dad and I would venture out 
to identify constellations. Today, with apps 
like “Google Sky Map” which I download- 
ed on my cell phone, it’s easy to cheat and 
impress him with my knowledge, but for all 
the research I’ve done on the subject — or 
how I try to cheat — Dad still knows more 
than I. 

Last weekend, for example, I 
asked him if there was likely to be 
another comet in the near future. 
“There’s one right now,’ he replied. 

“Where? I can’t see it,” I said. 

“You should be able to see it with a tele- 
scope.” 

And there you have it. If only I had one in 
my possession.

tions to enjoy,’ she said. 

As a result, the council vote on April 2 is 
“critical,” said Dachos. She encourages any- 
one interested in addressing the council on 
the barn’s importance to the town sign up for 
citizen speak time at the meeting. 

The School Street Barn represents not only 
a rare construction style, but it also occupied 
a unique place in Agawam’s agricultural heri- 
tage, she said. 

“Tt isn’t just a barn that’s on a family farm,” 
said Dachos. “It’s really been center-stage in 
feeding thousands of people, not only in Aga- 
wam, but throughout the region.” 

Starting in the 1940s, the barn was part 
of the Hamden County Jail prison farm and 
housed equipment, livestock and farm prod- 
ucts used to feed prisoners at the former York 
Street Jail, said Dachos. Thirty to 40 inmates 
came to work the farm daily. 

The program continued through the 
1980s, with the number of inmates being fed 
rising from 200 in the mid-1940s to more 
than 600 in the late 1980s. An abundance of 
produce allowed the jail farm to send excess 
food to homeless families in Springfield and 
Holyoke. 

Following restoration, the barn will look 
much like it did when it was first built, but 
Dachos said the town could use it as a public 
event center. 

“This is exactly why the Community Pres- 
ervation Act was passed,’ said Dachos. 

The town of Agawam voted to adopt the 
Community Preservation Act (CPA) in 2001. 
CPA funds can only be used for projects 
which fit in the following categories: open 
space, historic resources, recreational land 
and community housing. Annually, 10 per- 
cent of the CPA revenue collected must be 
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placed in accounts dedicated to historic pres- 
ervation, open space and affordable housing. 
This money accumulates until used for eli- 
gible projects, said Dachos, adding that at no 
time can historic preservation funds be used 
for any of the other categories. 

Currently there is $328,418 in the historic 
preservation account. 

The money is used to fund a project that a 
municipality cannot undertake on its own. 

“It’s for threatened historic structures,’ said 
Dachos, adding, “This barn is threatened. It’s 
an ideal use of CPA funds.” 

Dachos admitted that in the past, there has 
been criticism about potential projects not 
being publicly owned buildings. 

“This is a building owned by the town of 
Agawam with great historical significance 
that will fall down if it’s not maintained and 
restored,” she said. 

Dachos did note that historic preservation 
does not mean the building is required to be 
used the way it was originally intended. 

“That’s not what the Department of Interi- 
ors 1s worried about,’ she said. 

The key component of a historical pres- 
ervation is to find a contemporary use for a 
historic structure. 

“It’s not the use, it’s the actual construction 
— what makes the structure architecturally 
significant — that is important,” she said. 

The Community Preservation Committee 
determined the project fell within CPA guide- 
lines and unanimously approved the grant re- 
quest at its March 14 meeting. The Agawam 
City Council will vote on the matter April 2.

Eggbert and spent the least amount of money 
to build their restraint system received more 
points than teams that had more injuries to 
Eggbert and/or spent more money. 
Applying lessons to MCAS exams 

The Eggbert test was one of many experi- 
ments — but perhaps the most favorite — that 
students conducted at STARBASE. 

Among the other experiments: making 
computer graphs to chart the major compo- 
nents of Earth’s atmosphere, studying phys- 
ics by applying Newton’s laws of motion to 
everyday objects, learning scientific meth- 
ods for physical and chemical changes, and 
designing a water filtration system. 

“I liked the experiments because they’ll 
help me with math and science. I also 
learned more about science and how to in- 
vent things,” said Aliah Luna, who wants to 
become a doctor or a surgeon. 

During the next several months Basile will 
use what students learned at STARBASE to 
prepare them for MCAS (Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System) ex- 
ams. “The hands-on learning activities were 
outstanding. Some of the math and science 
projects they worked on are lessons we only 
talked about in class,” she said. 

“It was fun being an ‘engineer’ and de- 
signing things to find out what works or 
doesn’t work — and learning from it,’ said 
Diane Kulmizev. “I enjoy science and want 
to get a better understanding of it so I can 
make medicines.” 

Learning at higher level 

STARBASE Connecticut Director Melissa 
Vanek, who has a science and teaching back- 
ground, said many of the activities taught to 
fifth graders at STARBASE are lessons that 
most other students won’t get until seventh 
or eighth grade. 

Working with two other instructors who 
also have teaching backgrounds, they strive 
to help students connect with the world 
around them by teaching them problem- 
solving skills. 

“There are so many problems that need to 
be solved in our world. STARBASE gradu- 
ates will have a much better chance of solv- 
ing them using their background knowledge 
in the STEM fields,” added Vanek, who has 
been involved with the program for four 
years. 

During a pre-visit to Doering, Vanek 
helped students choose special call names 
to use at STARBASE. Also used by the 
instructors, they’re similar to call signs or 
nicknames military pilots and other flight of- 
ficers use on name badges and in radio con- 
versations. 

“Call names make students feel special 
and in control of their learning,” said Vanek, 


whose call name is Raven. “It also helps us 
get to know students quickly, since we only 
have five days with them.” 

When they arrived at STARBASE, stu- 
dents were assigned to one of five “flight” 
teams — Alpha, Bravo, Charlie, Delta, and 
Echo — that are named for phonetic mili- 
tary call signs. The designations reinforced 
the concept of working as teams rather than 
as individuals. 


So much to do, so little time 

From the moment students stepped off 
the bus in the morning until they boarded it 
in the afternoon, each day was jam-packed 
and almost nonstop, as students engaged in 
learning by doing. 

In addition to designing the shuttle re- 
straints, Basile’s students participated in sev- 
eral other math and science-related activities 
on their first day. 

In “Metric Measurement Madness,” stu- 
dents learned about the difference between 
the metric system and the standard system. 
Then they used the metric system to weigh 
and measure items in the room — including 
their classmates. 

Up next: testing the power of Alka-Selt- 
zer in “Pop Goes the Fizz.” Students placed 
quarter tablets, half tablets, and full tablets 
into “rockets?” — small, closed plastic con- 
tainers. 

The chemical reaction that occurred when 
the tablets were dissolved in water released 
carbon dioxide. This created pressure inside 
the containers and powered the rockets up a 
clear tube. 

Students recorded each launch, then ana- 
lyzed their data to see how far each tablet 
had propelled the rockets. 


Real-world engineering 

Students got a taste of real-world engi- 
neering by using a computer program called 
Creo. The 3D computer-aided drafting pro- 
gram, used by companies from Boeing to 
Nike to design products, utilizes solid mod- 
eling to give a design substance. 

For more than an hour students learned 
how to create a module on the computer, 
gave it automation on the screen, and experi- 
mented by adding color as they designed a 
small plastic keychain. Later that week, each 
student sent their “product” to a 3D printer. 

The 3D printer — a $30,000 Dimen- 
sion DST 768 — built the student-designed 
keychain layer by layer by exuding acryloni- 
trile butadiene styrene (ABS) plastic. 

The final result took more than a day to 
produce the keychains. The keychains were 
more than just a memento to take home. 
They also served as a real, tangible reminder 
of STARBASBP’s goal: to help light a spark 
that will inspire students to pursue STEM- 
related careers. 
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To learn how to use the metric system, students weighed and measured 
items in the classroom - including their classmates. Here, Team Delta 
member Dakota “Field Goalie” Pope measures Sarah “Pookie” Hulse with 
the help of STARBASE Connecticut Director Melissa “Raven” Vanek.

Agawam students could pave 
the way for STARBASE site

As the first group of students from 
Western Mass. to attend a STARBASE 
program, the Agawam fifth graders from 
the Roberta A. Doering School are pio- 
neers who have blazed a trail that could 
help locate a STARBASE site in this re- 
gion. 

STARBASE began in the 1990s af- 
ter a fifth-grade teacher from Michigan 
brought her students to a military base 
to show them real people doing real sci- 
ence, technology, engineering, and math 
(STEM) jobs. There are now more than 
60 STARBASE facilities across the coun- 
try — but none in Massachusetts. 

That will change in September when a 
STARBASE opens at Hanscom Air Force 
Base in Bedford. But that still leaves 
Western Mass. — which has Westover Air 
Reserve Base and Barnes Air National 
Guard Base — without a STARBASE. 

Melissa Vanek, director of the two 
STARBASE Connecticut sites (Hart- 
ford and Waterbury), helped arrange for 
Agawam students to attend the Hartford 
STARBASE facility recently. She said the 
more community support there is for host- 
ing a STARBASE the better the chances 
of acquiring a facility. 

“Getting the community involved is so 
important because it’s a way for individu- 
als and companies to show how they can 
help make a better future. So many people 
want to do something to help, but don’t 
know what or how.” 

She added that STARBASE provides 
the “what and how” to get people inter- 
ested and invested in their own communi- 
ty. “What better way than to help inspire 
our future leaders, workers, and problem 
solvers.” 

This is exactly what happened late last 
year. Vanek contacted David Cruise, direc- 
tor of Business and Employer Services for 
the Regional Employment Board (REB) 
of Hampden County, when she realized 
there would be openings at the Hartford 
STARBASE because of the state testing 
schedule for Connecticut students. 

“We had the time and I wanted to share 
the benefits of our program with anyone 
in the area who showed an interest. Da- 
vid had connections with the schools in 
Western Mass., so I knew the introduction 
to STARBASE would be much stronger 
coming from him, rather than a cold call 
from me.” 

Cruise then met with Agawam School 
Superintendent William Sapelli to discuss 
the program. There was no cost to attend 
STARBASE, but funding was needed to 
pay for the nearly $5,000 round-trip trans- 
portation cost to Hartford for five weeks. 

Doering Principal Marc Constanzi used 
$2,000 from his budget while Cruise and 
Angie Beavis, executive director of the 
Agawam-based Western Massachusetts 
Chapter of the National Tooling and Ma- 
chinists Association (WMNTMA), each 
contributed $500 to help underwrite some

of the cost. Several local Agawam-based 
precision manufacturing companies con- 
tributed a total of more than $1,000. 

Vanek said the efforts of those busi- 
nesses and organizations — as well as 
the experiences of the Doering students 
— could help pave the way for a STAR- 
BASE in Western Mass. “Once people see 
the STARBASE program in action, they 
typically jump right on board.” 

Vanek said several things need to hap- 
pen to get on the list for a STARBASE 
site: 

。 Contact the local military command. 
Invite the local command to see a STAR- 
BASE program at a neighboring site. This 
is first and foremost, and critical, because 
if they aren’t committed to a having a fa- 
cility, it won’t happen. 

。 Make sure the governor is involved. 
Many times this occurs through the mili- 
tary command, but community leaders 
could send letters explaining the benefits 
of STARBASE and why they want one in 
their area. 

e Show that the community is on board. 
Vanek said Western Mass. is “ahead of the 
game on this one” because of the help of 
Cruise and Beavis and local businesses to 
build a support structure. “Just keep up 
the momentum.” 

e Start lobbying congressional repre- 
sentatives once a Western Mass. location 
is on the waiting list fora STARBASE fa- 
cility. They need to know that the commu- 
nity wants a STARBASE site -- and that 
Department of Defense money should not 
be taken away from STARBASE during 
any federal budget cuts.

before I am expected at work, there are 
many things that need to be done before 
getting out the door. My favorite break- 
fast is four egg whites fried in nonstick 
cooking spray, with freshly chopped 
chives (if available) and a little shredded 
cheddar cheese melted on 
top. This is a very healthy 
breakfast and because it is 
protein packed, it satisfies 
me until lunchtime. 

But on those mornings 
where time just seems to 
fly, I have a very quick 
and easy breakfast to get 
me through to the after- 
noon. I make my French 
toast ahead and freeze it.

There are 16 slices, including the ends, in 
each loaf. I wipe the inside of the pan with 
a paper towel after cooking each batch 
of three slices and re-spray the pan with 
cooking spray. After preparing this recipe, 
it 1s best to place the slices back in the 
bread bag with squares of wax paper be- 
tween each slice.

Howard T. Crotty became the instrumen- 
tal music supervisor in 1948 and brought a 
number of very successful years to the pro- 
gram. His 1949 report states 
that there were 42 pupils 
in the high school band, 32 
pupils in the high school 
orchestra and 25 pupils in 
the junior high school band. 
At the Phelps School, there 
were 30 studying instru- 
ments; Danahy School, 12; 
Granger School, 12; and 
Springfield Street School, 
12 students. 

The high school band or 
orchestra played at all high 
school assemblies, which 
were held almost weekly. 
This year, the orchestra 
played the accompaniment 
and between the acts of the 
operetta, “Gypsy Rover" and 
also at the senior play. Other 
performances were given at basketball 
games, the spring concert, the May Festival

at Orange, the Memorial Day parade and all 
of the football games, at home and away. 

In May, all of the elementary students 
were combined into a band of 60 pieces and 
made a tour of all the schools. 

Howard Crotty was born 
in Holyoke in 1904. At the 
age of 16, he became a pro- 
fessional musician, playing 
at motion picture and Vaude- 
ville houses and traveling 
with dance orchestras. He 
held a bachelor of public 
music degree from the Hartt 
College of Music and a mas- 
ter of education degree from 
Springfield College. 

He was the leader of the 
Tiny Crotty Orchestra that 
played at the Valley Arena for 
many years. He was secretary 
of the live Steamers Club and 
the Holyoke and Springfield 
Musician Union. 

The high school band and 

instrumental program in all of 
the schools made good progress during his 
tenure.

Roots of hockey 
past on display

AGAWAM — The heritage 
of Springfield hockey is one of 
great tradition and a long-stand- 
ing fight to keep a hockey fran- 
chise representing the city 

Last Saturday afternoon, the 
Springfield Hockey Heritage So- 
ciety made a local appearance at 
Quail Run Estates in Agawam to 
give a small crowd of 20 a trip to 
the history of the local hockey in 
the area, starting with the times 
of the Springfield Indians and 
Springfield Kings in the early 
days at the coliseum at the East- 
ern States Exposition and lead- 
ing to the days of Springfield’s 
current prized franchise, the 
Springfield Falcons. 

“Its all about preserving the 
legacy,’ said Steve Bordeaux, 
owner of Steve’s Sports, a sup- 
plier to the current Falcons team.

“Professional hockey in Spring- 
field has been around since 1926 
here in Springfield. We want 
to talk to people about those 
times.” 

That opening faceoff for 
Springfield happened on Dec. 
1, 1926, when the puck was 
dropped for the first time. 

More than 70 years later, the 
new franchise purchased and 
brought to Springfield in the 
mid-1990’s has been a staple 
in the Springfield Civic Center, 
which is now known as the state- 
of-the-art MassMutual Center. 

Bordeaux, AHL Writer Lou 
Bordeaux, and former AHL 
player Eddie Shore spoke at 
Quail Run, teaching the history 
of hockey, showing off some 
equipment and memorabilia, 
and answering questions from 
the residents. 

Lou Bordeaux said he attend- 
ed a meeting of the Providence

CHICOPEE - Over the past two 
weeks, the Chicopee Boys and 
Girls Club has played host for the 
George Webb Memorial Basketball 
Tournament. 

On Sunday, the tournament con- 
cluded with the championship fi- 
nals. This year, the seventh, there 
were 42 teams with nearly 500 
boys and girls in seven divisions of 
3rd/4th, Sth/6th and 7th/8th grad- 
ers.

Though Webb was not from 
Chicopee, he did settle for a time in 
Willamansett. Even when he moved 
to Holyoke, he could not stay away. 
Through the efforts of his close 
friend, Kevin Vann, Webb’s efforts 
would not be forgotten. Vann and 
his associates were involved in 
building a new gymnasium, along 
with Webb and as a way to honor 
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Hockey Heritage Society. Provi- 
dence is one of Springfield profes- 
sional hockey’s longest standing 
rivals. 

Following that, the Springfield 
society was founded two years ago 
by the trio of the Bordeauxs and 
Shore. 

Shore chronicled the long hls- 
tory of the Springfield Kings and 
their more used name, the Indians. 
The franchise went through many 
leaps and bounds in the Canadian- 
American League and then the 
American Hockey League. 

Shore’s father was a former 
owner of the team for many years. 
The franchise would eventually be 
sold to Worcester during the 1990’s 
while another ownership group 
brought hockey back to Springfield 
immediately with the Falcons. 

Lou Bordeaux and Shore both 
showed the great changes hockey 
equipment has seen over the years. 
They displayed simple hockey 
gloves along with a wide array 
of goalie equipment and skates. 
Skates have evolved greatly over 
the years and can now cost a pro- 
fessional hockey player about $600 
for a pair. 

In addition to their talk, much of 
the memorabilia shared by the so- 
ciety will be left on display for the 
next two weeks at Quail Run. 
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his memory they decided to run 
a tournament. In the seven years 
since its inception, they have raised 
more than $80,000. Webb is sur- 
vived by his wife Karen and daugh- 
ter Brianne. The tournament itself 
was in the capable hands of James 
Gutierrez, who is ran it for the first 
time this year. For 19 hours, seven 
championships took place 

Agawam had a strong represen- 
tation at the tournament, especially 
with teams from St. John’s. A total 
of nine teams from Agawam took 
part and six came from St. John’s. 
One of them, the 5th/6th grade boys 
B team won their bracket and two 
more, the 3rd/4th boys and 7th/8th 
boys A made it to the finals. 

The champion boys B team had 
an interesting road to their title.

game.
